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General 


Unlike the other Eastern European states, Yugoslavia has made its Border • 
Guard ( Granicera ) a component of its State Secretariat of Defense* The 
Border Guard "sees to the military security of the frontier and also has 
customs guard and border police functions* The actual border traffic con- 
trol functions are undertaken by the police, however* 


Organization 


The supreme headquarters of the Border Guard is in Belgrade* Subordinate 
to it are six Border Guard Brigades, each containing three to five 
battalions* Each battalion consists of three companies of three 5 0 to 
60-man platoons each* The platoons are divided into three or four squads 
which man border posts. T he total strength of the Border Guard is estimated 
at 13,500. 


After the dissolution in 1953 of the State Secretariat of Interior^ security 
force known as the K1I0J (Korpus Narodne Odbrane Jugoslavije), all the units 
charged with border duties were placed under the jurisdiction of the State 
Secretariat for National Defense. The commander of the Border Guard is 
Colonel General Rudolf FRIM0RAC. 


Recruitment and Training 


The Border Guard is not a special elite force, but consists of conventional 
infantry troops who have undergone in addition to their regular infantry 
training a short special course in border guard duties. Only politically- 
reliable men are inducted for border service. It is further claimed that 
border guards are better paid than other members of the armed forces. In 
order to enhance the reliability of the Border Guard, a s a general rule 
guards are sent to border sectors in which the population is different from 
that of the guards. The border guards in Slovenia, for example, are mainly N 
Serbs, Montenegrins, and Macedonians. r O

The total L of the Yugoslav border measures 4,949 kilometers* The 
common border with Austria measures 324 kilometers, with Hungary 623 
kilometers, with Rumania 557 kilometers, with Bulgaria 53*> kilometers, 
with Albania 466 kilometers, with Greece 26 3 kilometers, and with Italy 
204 kilometers. The country has 1,996 kilometers of coastline*

Behavior of the Border Guard 

10. The extremely strict regulations governing tie work of the Border Guard 
which were in effect after World War II have been appreciably relaxed. 
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Border controls are now strict but co rrect* The border patrols 
a re not very meticulousl y carried out 

Suspic ious persons 
arrested by the Yugoslav Border Guard are turned over to the People* s 
Militia (police). 

Communications 
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11. There are telephone connections from brigade headquarters through 
battalion, company, and platoon headquarters to the individual border 
posts. There are radio communications from brigade headquarters through 
the battalions to the companies. The Border Guard units are supplied by 
the Army supply organizations in the area. 

Political Indoctrination 

12. The ideological orientation of the Border Guard troops is intensively 
pursued down to the company level by specially trained political officers. 
The selectivity of the recruitment combined with the political indoctri- 
nation make for a high degree of reliability. By means of the intensive 
orientation and despite the very rigorous training, the morale of the 
border guards is good. Most of them are of peasant origin, primitive, 
vigorous, undemanding, and easily led. Discipline is extremely rigid. 

Pysc hologically and physically, the condition of the Yugoslav Border 
Cuuri Is good. 

Equipment and Weapons 

13* The uniforms of the Border Guard do not differ from those of other 

infantry units. Only the insignia, a crossed rifle and pistol, indicates 
service in the Border Guard. Border Guard equipment does not 

differ from that of the infantry, except for the fact that only light 
weapons are used. A border post is equipped with one light machine gun, 
one or two pistols, one or two flare pistols, o *.e set of binoculars, 
and one watchdog. Half the men carry M 98 rifle- and half carry sub- 
machine guns. Every man carries two hand grenades. 

14. A border post is generally staffed by 10 to 15 men. The post housing 

the platoon leader, who in the Border Guard is almost always a 
commissioned officer, is generally larger than other posts. Existing 
buildings are often requisitioned as a border post head- 

quarters. The posts are generally about 500 meters inside the frontier. 

Border Defenses 

15. Little attempt has been made to erect an "iron curtain” along the 
Yugoslav border. Pre -World War II bunkers exist in places along the 
frontier but they are not manned. Only in some places on the Adriatic 
coast have new bunker-type fortifications been erected. In most of the 
strategic places along the general frontier, simple field fortifications 
have been erected. 
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
